Abruptly the ship careened west 
ibove Sixty-fourth Street, with 
Reid trying vainly to get to the park. 
just skimming the tops of buildings, 
t shot along, its motor echoing in 
he quiet side street. 

Racing along just a few feet over 
he cornices of the buildings: on the 
outh side of the street, the plane 
rashed into a seventh-story win- 
low of the new Y. M. C. A. building 
inder construction at 10 West Sixty- 
ourth Street. The noise of the im- 
act brought women screaming to 
vindows.

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“Fading i Ariz., Loses 
Fight to Keep Court House 


TOMBSTONE, Ariz., Nov. 20 

(®).—Tombstone, roaring mining 
Tceritre of a‘near forgotten past, 
slipped another notch toward the 
limbo of ghost towns today as 
tabulation of ballots in a special 
election..deprived it of its princi- 
pal remaining glory—its position 
as the seat of historie Cochise 
County. 

By a vote of 2 to 1 the electorate 
decided to move the seat of gov- 
ernment to Bisbee, where a $450,- 
000 court house is to be built. 

Tombstone put up a fight to 
retain this last vestige of its his- 
toric preeminence, but the voting 
power of the town and the area 
adjacent to it has been so reduced 
in recent years that its partisans 
were far in the minority. 

The venerable court house, erect- 
ed with great pride in 1880, soon 











will be vacant and silent. 


MAYOR SETS DECADE 
TO FINISH PROGRAM 


Promises $1,000,000,000 Proj- 
ects Will Be Put Through 
Without Increase in Taxes. 











TELLS AIMS TO MERCHANTS 





Favors Financing Subways by 
Short Term Bonds—Wants 
Wholesale Traffic Relief. 





Mayor Walker outlined his $1,000,- 
000,000 program of public improve- 
ments before 1,000 members of the 
Merchants’ Association at a lunch- 
eon.in the Hotel Astor yesterday. He 
promised that all of the projects 
would be completed within ten years 
without increasing the tax rate. 

Included in the building program, 
which he said has the dual aim of 
making New York “a better place 
in which to live’? and keeping ‘‘the 
wheels of industry moving,” in order 
that the bogy of unemployment may 
be- eliminated, were $600,000,000 of 
new subway construction and $200,- 
000,000 for the completion of bridge 
and tunnel projects already launched. 


For Short-Term Subway Bonds. 


The Triborough Bridge, the Nar- 
| rows tube and the midtown tunnel 
| are revenue-producing improvements 
and as such can be financed through 
the issuance of corporate stock. The 
subways, however, present a differ- 
ent problem in municipal financing, 
and Mayor Walker declared he fa- 
vored paying for the new routes out 
of four-year bonds instead of the 
usual long-term bonds, which he said 
involve greater expense to the city 
and pass on indebtedness to posterity. 
In the course of his address, 
marked with characteristic pleasan- 
tries relevant to the recent campaign 
and his reputation for carefully cho- 
sen haberdashery and genial humor, 
the Mayor pledged his administra- 
tion to the continuation of the sehool- 
building program until there “‘is a 
seat for every child,’’ and the ex- 
pansion of park areas in growing 
communities. Hospital improvement 
would continue until the city has 
caught up with the negligence of the 
forty years prior to his first election, 
he said, and traffic relief would be 
tackled ‘‘not in piecemeal fashion,"’ 
but scientifically, with a definite, 
comprehensive program. 


Hopeful for Unification. 


Widows’ pension and child welfare 
work would be continued, the Mayor 
promised. He was ‘for’ unification 
of the city’s transit lines, he de- 
clared, and he was ‘‘still hopeful,"' 
that directors of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company would see 
fit to,join the: conferences in which 
the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
Company has participated with ex- 
perts of the State and city. 


Mr. Walker urged the Merchants’ 
Association to hasten their recom- 
mendations for revision of the. build- 
ing code and promised to offer it

Man Who Traded It to Testify— 
Defendant in Rothstein Murder 
Calls Jury “Clean-Cut.” 





His smile gone, a look of grave 
concern upon his face, George A. 
McManus saw the jury completed 
yesterday in his trial for the murder 
of Arnold Rothstein. As the fading 
light of late afternoon dimmed the 
court room in the Criminal Courts 
Building, McManus rose and faced 
the jury box. 

The jurors also rose, their chairs 
clattering in the quiet court. Tall 
and immaculately dressed, the de- 
fendant looked piercingly at the men 
in whose hands his fate now rests. 
Two Bibles were passed to the box. 
Six jurors placed their hands on one, 
the remainder touched the other. 

The clerk of the court directed Mc- 
Manus to look upon the jurors and 
they in turn were told to look upon 
the defendant, In a sing-song voice 
the clerk called upon the twelve men 
well: and duly. to try McManus and 
to make a true verdict according .to 
the evidence. Sworn in for their 
task, the jurors dropped back into 
their chairs, 


McManus Studies Jury Intently. 


McManus remained standing for ‘a 
moment, studying the jury intentlv. 
Then he slipped into his seat: next 
to his attorney, James D. O Mur- 
ray, The smile settled again on ‘his 
face. 

“It looks like a fine, clean-cut 
jury,” he said to newspaper men, 
as his counsel nodded agreement.

POSES FOR TALKING MOVIE 





Stays in Capital and Goes to 
Jersey Farm Today—lssues 
a Long Defense.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, Nov. 
21.—Harry F. Sinclair, head of the 
oil company bearing his name, who 
has been a prisoner in the District 
jail for 105 days, serving sentences 
for contempt of the Senate and of 
the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia in connection with the 
Teapot Dome oil leases, walked out 
of the jail 4 free man at seven min- 
utes after midnight this morning. 

About twenty photographers were 
waiting as. he emerged, accompanied 
by. Harl, Ww. Sinclair, his brother, and 
George T. Standford of New York, 
his personal counsel. Mr. Sinclair, 
who was smiling, posed for several! 
minutes while flashlights boomed. 
He posed for two still pictures and a 
talking motion picture. 

Speaking for the talking picture, 
Mr. Sinclair said: 

“Gentlemen of the newspaper pro- 
fession, I want to thank you for your 
kind reception tonight.. I hope that 
you will have another opportunity, 
and I know you will, for a little 
more training and then I believe you 
will show a marked improvement.” 

He said he would not leave Wash- 
ington tonight, but would go to a 
hotel. Tomorrow, he said, he would 
go to Rancocas Farm, his estate in 
New Jersey, where he will meet 
members of his family and some 
personal friends. 

Under the prison rule that a frac- 
tion of a day can be counted as a 
full day, Mr. Sinclair had a rebate of 
twenty-three hours and fifty-nine 
minutes of the final day in jail. 
Otherwise he would have remained a 
prisoner until one minute after mid- 
night tomorrow. 

Mr. Sinclair’s last day in jail, it was 
said, was just like the other.178 that 
have passed since his commitment.. 

Made Pills Up to 5 o’Clock. 


It was said he was busy packing 
quinine and other drugs into cap- 
sules or rolling pills right up to the 
close of the prison day, which was 5 
o’clock. 

Major Peake, the warden, is won- 
dering where he will get another 
pharmacist to fill the place left va- 
cant by the man to whom Teapot 
Dome was leased. 

So far as Mr. Sinclair is concerned, 
the oil cases ended when he quit the 
District jail. He has been through 
three Federal courts as a defendant in 
the civil phase of the Teapot Dome 
case; has been through the criminal 
branch of tbe District Supreme Couit 
twice, charged with conspiring with. 
Secretary Fall to defraud the govern- 
ment, and has faced two trials in the 
same court for contempt—one for con- 
tempt of the Senate in refusing to 
answer questions asked by the Tea- 
pot Dome committee and _ the other 
for contempt of the District Siipreme

Admiral William V. Pratt, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet, and Rear Admiral Hilary P. 
Jones, retired,, will go with the 
delegation as naval ‘advisers, the ob- 
jections of Admiral Jones to so do- 
ing, it is understood, having been 
overcome by the appointment of Sec- 
retary Adams.

The names of Secretary Stimson 
and Senators Reed and Robinson 
had been announced before. The 
selection of Ambassadors Dawes and 
Gibson had. been taken for granted 
from the first. The two surprises 
were in the appointments of Secre- 
tary Adams and Ambassador Mor- 
row. 

It also came as a surprise that a 
delegation of seven members was 
designated, inasmuch as from earlier 
announcements at the White House 
it had: been expected that only five 
would probably be selected, with a 
slight possibility that one more would 
be appointed. 

Apparently President Hoover has 
had in mind for some time the nam- 
ing of Ambassador Morrow because 


of his well-recognized abilities and 
the breadth of view he will con- 
tribute to the delegation. He will 
bring to the delegation the point of 
view of a man of affairs and proved 
\talents as a diplomat, who at the 
same time has not been closely iden- 
tified with the naval problems that 
will be taken up by the conference. 


Adams to Be Navy Spokesman. 


The selection of Secretary Adams 
was made only recently and was 
generally construed as a move to 
assure the navy that its views would 
have representation in the delegation 
and would not be restricted to the 


naval advisers who will lack the full 
powers of members of the delegation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Adjourn- 
ment of the special session of Con- 
grees until the regular term begins 
on Dec, 2 was assured today when 
the Senate, by vote of 49 to 33, ap- 
proved a concurrent resolution pre- 
sented by Senator Walsh of Mon- 
tana, the acting Democratic leader, 
providing that the Senate ‘adjoura 
by 10 o’clock Friday night and the 
House whenever it sees fit. 

The resolution will be favorably 
acted upon by the House tomorrow, 
Representatives Tilson and Garner, 
the Republican and Democratic 
leaders, announced after the Senate 
roll-call. 

Hopes of the Republican ‘Young 
Guard” to hoid the Senate at work 
with the idea of completing the tariff 
bill before the special session ended 
were dashed by the vote. Their 
lines held fast against adjournment, 
but four insurgents, Blaine, Brook- 
hart, Norbeck and Schall, one tem- 
porary recruit of the “Youngs 
Guard,” Senator Steiwer, and 4 
group of Democrats who opposed an 
adjournment resolution last Thurs- 
day supported the move today. Only 
one Democrat, Senator Dill of Wash- 
ington, voted ‘‘No.”

“This conveys an idea which has 
been the subject of some animadver- 
sion heretofore in this chamber,’ he 
continued,.,‘‘namely, ..that what we 
really need in this country is a Mus- 
golini: that we want a dictator, a 
President of the United.States. who 
will do the whole job of enacting our 
laws, legislating for us as well as 
executing: and administering them, 
and support is claimed for that idea 
because it is said that it was put in 
force during the Democratic Admin- 
istration of President Wilson.

‘I did not read Mr. Babson’s 
article as being, in effect, a repeti- 
tion of the charge made by Mr. Kent 
of New York a few days. ago. -that 
the crash was due to the attitude 
and conduct of what: he has termed 
the coalition. Mr. Babson's com-

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Definite in- 
formation of how the railroads will 
expend the expected $1,000,000,000 
for expansion and equipment in 1930 
is expécted to be learned at a meet- 
ing ‘of railway officials in Chicago 
Friday, when twenty-five or more 


presidents of Class 1 roads will ‘at- 
tend the annual dinner of the Rail- 
way Business Association. Included 
are most of those who conferred on 
Tuesday with President Hoover. 
Inquiry today disclosed that the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy has 
let contracts for $8,500,000 of freight 
and passenger cars and locomotives, 
and for $2,000,000 of new rails. Al- 
together the Burlington plans call for 
an expenditure of $32,600,000. 
President Fred: W. Sargent of the 
Chicago & North Western announced 


today that a contract for 68,000 tons 
of steel rails to cost $5,000,000 had 
just ‘been let for delivery early in 
1930. The North Western is spending 
from $8,000,000 to $10,000, for 
equipment, including cars and loco- 
motives. 

The Santa Fe, according to Presi- 
dent W. B. Storey, has placed orders 
for $18,000,000 of new equipment and 
is awaiting official permission to 
start construction on 380 miles of 
new lines in Colorado, Texas, Okla- 
homa and New Mexico. 

Of the Pennsylvania’s program, to 
cost $100,000,000, $20,000,000 to $25 
000,000 will go for electrifying its 
— between Washington and New 

ork, 

The New York Central plans to 
spend $75,000,000 on roadbed im- 
provement, new signal system, the 
elimination of grade crossings and 
other ‘activities. A few days ago it 
placed an order for $9,000,000 of steel 
rails.

J. G. Lonsdale Tells Ohio Con- 
ference Hoover's Move Will 


Help Conditions. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 20 (».— 
Business. conditions: are fundamen- 
tally sound and the administration 
has ‘added further stability to the 
economic situation by its pledge of a 
reduction in income taxes, according 
to a statement made here today by 
John G. Lonsdale, president of the 
American Bankers’ Association, at 
the Ohio ement conference. 

Scores of prominent Ohio ess 
men attended the conference, called 

vy Governor Myers Y. Cooper, to 
discuss economic questions, includ- 
ing their relationship with the recent 
stock market crash. 

‘‘Perhanps the ultimate effect of the 
flurry will be a more cautious at- 
titude on the part of: business men 
and individuals,’’ declared Mr. Lons- 





dale, ‘‘but it would seem, judging 
from basic economic factors, that 
business will continue to give an ex- 
cellent account of itself.’’ 

“Cheaper money will be available 
for business advancement,’’ he said. 

Conditions have changed as much 
in the economic and industrial world 
with the passing: of time as they 
have in the historical and political 
has revolutionized industry, _com- 
merce and transportation, and finan- 
cial conditions consequently have 
altered, he-explained. 

“At no time in the history of Amer- 
ican. Dusiness,’’ he declared,. ‘‘has 
there been cause for keener outlook, 
spheres, Mr. Lonsdale said. Progress 
deeper perception, more judicial 
judgment than now. 

‘‘Modern business is constantly un- 
der the stress of change of the old 
versus the modern. 

“Our principal task might be to 
keep from trailing with the ex- 
tremists; to be modern, but not 
ultra; to be artistic, but not futuris- 
tic.

Leaders in the financial and eco- 
nomic world saw an optimistic trend, 
despite the recent crash of the stock 
market, in statements preceding the 
opening session.

Rentschler, president of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, told 
the Senate’ lobby .committee today 
that by reason of its large holdings 
in Cuba the bank was opposed to an 
increase in the differential tariff rate 
on Cuban, sugar and thus had con- 
tributed $10,000: to a fund raised, in 
conjunction with other American 
groups interested in the island, to 
fight the high duties on cugar pro- 
posed in the tariff bill passed by the 
House. 

Mr. Rentschler stated that in the 
deflation period of 1921 the bank 
found that it had poor and doubtful 
loans in Cuba running anywhere 
from $30,000,000 to $35,000,000. and 
that to protect those accounts it felt 
impelled to take over four major 
sugar properties in the island. 

his was done, the witness con- 
tinued, through organization of the 
General Sugars Company, Inc., all 
of whose stock is held by the Na- 
tional City Company, holding con- 
cern of the National City Bank. 

General ——— Inc., organized in 
1922, he testified, represented an. in- 
vestment’ of adout $30,000,000. The 
combined properties are now worth 
more, he added, but they do not even 
approach . the .estimated value of 
$100,000,000 put on them by other 
witnesses who have appeared before 
the lobby .committee.

OCBAN LINERS FELT 
RARTHOQUAKE AT SEA 


The Olympic Was Shaken So 
That Her. Officers Thought 
She Had Hit a Wreck. 








TREMOR HIT THE FRANCE 





French Boat Experienced Slight 
Shock—Companies Speed Ships 
to Repair Cables. 





The earth tremors which were felt 
on Monday afternoon from Cape Race 
to Boston along the North Atlantic 
seaboard were also experienced by 
two big ocean liners which arrived 
yesterday from Europe, the White 
Star steamships Olympic and the 
France of the French Line. 

On the former vessel the shock was 
felt distinctly for two minutes and 
caused the captain and officers to 
imagine the ship had struck sub- 
merged wreckage. Officers of the 
France, which was eighty-four miles 
away from the Olympic, reported 
feeling only a slight tremor passing 
through: the ship. 

Captain W. H. Parker of the Royal 
Marine Reserve, master of the Olym- 
pic, in his report to the offices of 
the company at 1 Broadway, stated 
that at 3:30 o’clock Monday, Nov. 
18 at Lat. 42.12-degrees N. and Long. 
56.56 degrees W., the ship was steam- 
ing twenty-two knots with a calm 
sea and overcast gloomy sky. 

A violent tremor and sustained vi- 
bration was felt on the bridge which 
lasted about two minutes. The cap- 
tain was in the chartroom at the time 
and immediately went on the bridge 
where two officers were on watch 
with two look-out men, one in the 
crow’s nest and the other on the 
bridge. Nothing had been sighted 
ahead or in the wake of the ship 
and the engines continued working 
normally, showing that none of the 
propeller blades had dropped off and 
nothing like submerged wreckage 
had been seen following the vibra- 


tion.

Captain Parker said the Olympic at 
the time was 312 miles from Cape 
Race, 417 miles from Louisburg and 
640 miles from Rhode Island. The 
sea at that point is two and a half 
miles deep. 

The bo’sun said the shock put out 
the electric lights in the mail room 
and the engineers on watch described 
the vibration through the ship as if 
the anchors forward had been sud- 
denly let go and the cable was tear- 
ing through the hawserpipes. 

Dr. Miles Prior, senior surgeon of 
the Olympic, said he was in his room 
reading a thrilling detective story 
when the tremor struéK the ship and, 
it felt like a terrier shaking a rat, 

Anita Loos, the authoress, who was 
@ passenger, said she was in her 
cabin and realized at once it was 
an earthquake because she had been 


accustomed to them in California. 

Most of the first-class passengers, 
with the senior purser, J. A. She- 
phers, were in the lounge on the top 
deck watching the movies and did 
not feel the vibration.

1928, when it began the practice of 
contributing to such expenses with a 
check for $75 for that year. 

The 1928 conribution, as usual,

Dr. Judah L. Magnes Declares 
it Must Be Place for Jews, 
Christians and Moslems. 








SEEKS ACCORD WITH ARABS 





Urges Study of Parliament Idea— 
Attitude Stirs Violent Opposition 
Among Zionists There. 





JERUSALEM, Nov. 20 (Jewish 
Telegraphic Avgency).—Palestine as 
an internatioral holy land and as a 
home for Jew, Christian and Moslem 
alike, the renunciation of all ideas of 
Jewish political domination, the 
creation of a cultural centre as the 
only goal of Zionism, and the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish Commission to 
determine the views of the Palestine 
Jewish community with regard to a 
ermanent Arab-Jewish understand- 
ng were advocated yesterday by Dr. 
Judah L. Magnes, cellor of the 
i‘ Hebrew University, leader of the 
roup of Jewish intellectuals in 

Balestine who are advocating the 

establishment of a Parliament as a 

solution of the Jewish-Arab problem. 

In a statement today to the Jewish 

Telegraphic Agency, Dr. Magnes re- 

lied to the proposals of St. John 
Philby, the British journalist who is 
the author of the rliament plan, 
by saying that since the initiative in 
the matter has been taken out of 
Jewish hands, the Jews must prepare 
for the negotiations that are bound 
to come. e proposes that the Zion- 
ist Executive in Jerusalem and the 
Vaad Leumi, the Palestine Jewish 
Council, appoint a commission to de- 
termine the views of the Palestine 
Jewish community on this matter 
and the creation of a special commis- 
sion in London to study, the problem 
with the aid of statesmen and politi- 
cal scientists. 

Dr. Magnes regards Mr. Philby’s 
proposals as a great advance over the 
usual Arab demands, since Mr. Phil- 
by declares that the Balfour Declara- 
tion is not abrogatable,-and’ since he 
accepts the mandate which grants to 
the High Commissioner wide powers, 
: including the maintenance of law and 

order and the right of:vetoing any 

legislative action or decision of the 
: Parliament. 

‘ Dr. Magnes also expressed himself 
as gratified because Mr. Philby 
agreed to free Jewish immigration 
according to the capacity of the coun- 
‘try to absorb it, and the right of the 
‘Jewish Agency to protect Jewish in- 
terests. 


Calls Declaration Handicap. 


Dr. Magnes said that he had long 
felt that the Balfour Declaration was 
a handicap because it was not clear 
and because it overemphasized the 
Jewish relation to Palestine instead 
of laying stress on Palestine's posi- 
‘tion as an international holy land. 
He declared, however, that he ac- 
‘cepted the Balfour Declaration only 
-because he did not want the interna- 
tional good faith to which this decla- 
ration gave expression to be discred- 
ited through nullification. The 
declaration, he~- said, should. be 
—— of the extravagant meaning 
which the British Government had 
allowed it to receive, and that inter- 
pretation accepted which was given 
to the declaration in the ite 
Paper of 1921, an _ interpretation, 
which the Zionist Organization has. 
thus far not done enough to carry! 
into effect. 


Paper ended the dream of ultimate 
domination, but did give the Jews 
the right to be in Palestine, and that 
this was enough of a basis for the 
creation of an Achad Ha’amist intel- 
lectual centre. (Palestine as a cul- 
tural centre was the main doctrine 
of Achad Ha’am, the nom de plume 
of the late Asher Ginsburg, famous 


M es suggested that a committee 
of historians be delegated to clear 
up the obscurities of the MacMahon 
romise to the Arabs in 1915. The 
igh Commissioner should be ap- 
—— by the mandatory power and 

e confirmed by the League of Na- 
tions, in order to emphasize Pales- 
tine’s position as a home for Jew, 
Christian and Moslem. 

He wants a bi-national State es- 
tablished. Pointing out that large 
groups of Arabs are politically im- 
mature, he said that both sides must 
be generous. The Jews, said Dr. 
Magnes, must renounce all ideas of 
political domination and the Arabs 
must’ recognize Jewish right in 
Palestine. Constitutional and legis- 
lative forms should be created that 
would establish Palestine as an in- 
ternational home for all religions 
and races. This, he said, would 
satisfy the Jew’s desire for.a spirit- 
ual and cultural centre. 


Use of Bayonet Opposed. 

Palestine belongs to all religions, 
not only to its inhabitants, said Dr. 
Magnes. He is opposed to the reten- 
tion of Jewish rights by bayonets 
in a land where the majority of the 
inhabitants oppose it. It is better, he 
concluded, that the Jews wait, than 
try to establish a home on 
any conditions except those based on 
mutual understanding. 

When Dr. Magnes made his pro- 
popet of a Parliament before a meet- 
ng of the Vaad Leumi last week he 
was severely criticized. The repre- 
sentative of the Zionist Revisionists 
left the meeting. The Labo: 
sentatives also protested. 
speech delivered by Pincas Rutten- 
berg, president of the Vaad Leumi, 
the council adopted resolutions con- 
demning Dr. Magnes’s propaganda 
for a Parliament. és 

Today’s issue of the Jerusalem He- 
brew daily, ‘‘Doar Hayom, demands 
that Dr. Magnes resign from the He- 
brew University and appeals to the 
students not to attend classes at the 
university as Jong as he remains 
chancellor. 

The attitude of Dr. Magnes has cre- 
ated much excitement among Zionists 
in Palestine. It is frankly admitted 
in Zionist circles here that the Bal- 
four declaration has thus far secured 
no privileges or advantages for the 
Jews in lestine, while it has in- 
vited Arab hostility. The majority of 
the Zionists in Palestine desire a 
peaceful understanding with the 
Arabs, but they feel that any efforts 
on their part in this direction now 
would be taken as a sign of weakness 
by the Arabs and that the present 
moment is not auspicious for such 
an effort. 

Besides, even among those who are 
in favor of opening negotiations, op- 
pees to Dr. Magnes is expressed 

ecause they believe that such politi- 
cal action should be left to the proper 
bodies and that Dr. Magnes’s initia- 
tive is disrupting Jewish unity at a 
moment when it is most essential.

PALESTINE JEW TO DIE 
FOR FIRING IN RIOTS 


Sentenced After Trial at Jaffa 
—Thirty-seven Arabs Have 
Imprisonment Redaced.

JERUSALEM, Nov. 20.—The first 
Jew to receive the death penalty for 
murder in connection with the Au- 
gust riots was sentenced today. He 
is Joseph Mizzrahi Orphali, an Ori- 
ental Jew, who was tried before 
Chief Justice McDonnel and Judge 
Plunkett at Jaffa. 

Orphali was accused of firing from 
a rooftop on a mob of Jaffa Arabs 
who had congregated, supposedly for 
an attack on Tel Aviv. 

Captain Riggs, of the Palestinian 
police; Captain Schiff and Constable 
Dixon had testified they had heard 
no shots besides those of the police 
who fired on the mob, but relatives 
of Arabs killed declared the accused 
had killed one Arab purposely and 
another unintentionally. 

Thirty-seven Arabs of the Tireh 
village, near Haifa, who had pre- 
viously been sentenced to five years’ 
—— had their sentences 
reduced on appeal today to three 
months. They had been accused of 
advancing for an attack on Bath 
Galim, a suburb of Haifa. 

Pincas Rutenberg, director of the 
Palestine Electric Corporation and 
recently appointed c man of the 
Palestine National Council, told the

He rested his claim on its inherent 
moderation, declaring that accept- 
ance of an inferior standard was the 


best arantee the Japanese could 
give that they had no Squrensive in- 
tentions. He asked why friendly 


powers, equally innocent of aggres- 
sive intentions, objected to a propor- 
tion which would be useless for of- 
fensive purposes but was necessary 
to keep hostile craft from Japanese 
waters. 


Sees No Menace in Ratio. 


“We do not consider,’’ he said, 
“that a 70 per cent ratio can be re- 
garded as a menace by any other 
country. Our hope is that it will be 
accepted as a reasonable, indeed a 
moderate, standard.’’ 

The demand for 70 per cent, he 
said, applied to large 8-inch gun 
cruisers and also to the cruiser class 
as a whole. If the total of cruisers 
with 8-inch guns and 6-inch guns 
came to more than 70 per cent, he 
declared, that could be adjusted. 

He recalled that after the Wash- 
ington conference there had — 
popular agitation against a 60 pe 
cent ratio for capital ships, which 
had been calmed by the government 
telli the people that the balance 
woul be preserved by auxiliary craft, 
which were left unrestricted.

duction.”’ 

The movenient is already in prog- 
ress. Collectives already exist which 
unite 1,000, 3,000 or even 5,000 for- 
mer peasant holdings. The new 
commissariat aims to organize the 
movement scientifically and to see 
that the management of these gigan- 
tic groups is in the right hands from 
the points of view both of politics 
and competence. 

A brief illustration will show what 
this means. Suppose there are ten 
villages of fifty individual holdings 
each. Each village forms a collec- 
tive, which elects its own governing 
body and results in undoubted im- 
provement over the individual sys- 
tem, but a central authority is often 
lacking. The new methods produce 
constant disagreement and old ani- 
mosities or new jealousies flare up, 
hampering success.

CONCILIATORY MOOD SHOWN 





Reich Reported. Ready to Guarantee 
French. Economic. Interests for 
Immediate Return.

Special Cable to Toe New Yore Trues. 

PARIS, Nov. 20.—Negotiations be- 
tween France and Germany for the 
disposition ofthe Sarre. Province 
before the date fixed by the Treaty 
of Versailles will begin tomorrow at 
11 A. M. at the French Foreign Of- 
fice. The greatest economic impor- 
tance is attached by both nations to 
the conference and the two interested 
parties have appointed very strong 

| delegations. 

The German delegates, headed by 
Herr von Simon, Under-Secretary of 
State, reached the French capital 
this evening. All. the departments 
of the German Government which 
have anything to do with the eco- 
nomic and financial side of life are 
represented. The French delegation 
is equally influential. With Georges 
Pernot, Minister of Public Works 
and Right party leader, as head of 
the delegation and president of the 
conference, the French steel. trust 
which has invested huge sums of 
money in the development of the 
Sarre mines, will have a sympathetic 
advocate. The other members of the 
French group apparently have been 
chosen as much for their intimate 
knowledge of the industrial needs of 
France as for their positions in the 
government itself. 


A Problem in Rapprochement. 


The conference has for its purpose 
the writing of some kind of an agree- 
ment under which German sover- 
eignty can be restored. and recon- 


ciled with the vital economic inter- 
ests of France in the Sarre. The 
negotiations constitute one of the 
most difficult problems in the broad 
policy of Franco-German rapproche- 
ment. 

Some idea of the question may be 
gained from the fact that figures dis- 
closed today for the first time show 
that the French capital investment in 
the rich coal province of Germany 
now exceeds 1,200,000,000 gold francs, 
being $257,000,000. This total, accord- 
ing to French estimates, represents 
70 to 75 per cent of the wealth of the 
entire province. Add to this the very 
large trade between the Sarre and 
Alsace and Lorraine—French exports 
to the Sarre this year exceeded 2,000,- 
000, francs—and_ the country’ 8 
stake in the future of the province is 
quite apparent. 

It will be recalled that when the 
Sarre was detached from Germany 
its mines, with a known reserve of 
12,000,000,000 tons, were made the 
property of France, and temporary 
arrangements were set up for the 
governess of the province at the 

aris Peace Conference. The reason 
for this was the wanton pillage and 
destruction by the German armies in 
their retreat from French soil in 1918. 
Laying waste several hundred million 
dollars worth of property so aroused

Germans Conciliatory. 
The.Germans have come in a con- 
ciliatory mood, which is the only one

Each Commune was to vote for pres- 
ervation of ‘the ‘status. quo, union 
with France; or union with Germany. 
The sentiment within the.province, 
however,-is ;understood to be,.so over- 
whelmingly in favor of reincorpora- 
tion with:Germany that the French 
are expected. to abandon the. vote 
provided the Germans. buy back the 
mines and insure the continuation of 
the present strong economic advan- 
tages. derived .by..France from. the 
district. 

Thorough reconstruction upon the 
latest lines in the French adminis- 
tration of the mines has brought pro- 
duction to a yearly total of 14,000,000 
tons. This fuel has become the chief 
means of. féeding the prosperous 
French steel: pong now but sec- 
ond to Germany on the Continent, It 
is for this reason that the Comité 
des Forges, the'French steel trust, 
is so keenly. concerned in. the out- 
come “of the negotiations. 

The German delegation: has brought 
a detailed scheme for a settlement 
which, while restoring the Sarre to 
the jurisdiction of thée.Reich, is said 
to arantee to France an uninter- 
rupted stream of coal from the mines 
and a —** customs agreement be- 
tween the Sarre and Alsace and Lor- 
raine. If this be true, then the suc- 
cessful termination of the confer- 
enre is reasonably assured, but short 
of something of this character the 
present conference would seem 
doomed to failure. 

So that the government will not be 
embarrassed by debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies during the 
negotiations M. Henry’ Franklin- 
Bouillon has reconsidered. his deci- 
sion. to.demand an explanation of 
the government’s precipitate action 
in entering into the Sarre bogota’ 
tions in advance of ‘treaty stipula- 
tions.

RIOT CHARGE WILL FOLLOW 





Defense Counsel Say They Are 
Not Inclined to Offer Any 
Testimony.

MARION, N. C., Nov. 20.—The 
State rested today in the trial of 
Alfred Hoffman, organizer for the 
United Textile Workers, and four 
others charged with rebellion and in- 
surrection, and Judge G. V. Cow- 
per indicated that he would rule: to- 
morrow for the defense on its .mo- 
tion to quash-the charge, which was 
made after the State rested. 

While the evidence offered by So- 
licitor J. Will Pless Jr. tended to 
show that there had been rioting in 
connection with the textile workers’ 


strike in this region, in the opinion 
of Judge Cowper no proof of organ- 
ized resistance to the government 
or to an act of the Legislature had 
been adduced. 

The solicitor agreed with the court 
that the statute, which was invoked 
for the first time since it was adopt- 
ed in 1868 to fasten carpet bag rule 
against a rebellious community, put 
the present trial on new ground <hat 
“none of us is sure of.’’ 

“These are not reconstruction 
times,”” Judge Cowper said. ‘‘The 
m you can make out of this case 
is a strike, and in North Carolina 
strikes are legal.’’ : 

The ju asked by what stretch 
of interpretation Mr. Pless could 
Tconvert resisting an officer, a misde- 
meanor charge, into rebellion. He 
could not see how a multitude of 

emeanors such as those charged 
could become a conspiracy to re- 
bellion. 

Argument on the motion to quash 
was made by A. Hall Johnston of 
Asheville,. who explained to the 
court that defense counsel had such 
confidence in its case that it was not 
inclined to offer any defense. 

He then moved for judgment as of 
non-suit and asked that a directed 
verdict of not guilty be ordered by 
the court. The motion was argued, 
with the jury excluded, and will be 
concluded tomorrow. 

If the rebellion case is dismissed 
tomorrow, steps will be taken at 
once to bring to trial the same de- 
fendants on indictments charging 
riot. Punishment for conviction of 
rebellion is fifteen years in prison 
and a fine. Rioting, a misdemeanor, 
is punishable by two years on the 
chain gang and a fine. 

Several of the prosecution’s final 
witnesses testified today in such a 
way as to win the approval of the 
defense. Captain W. C. Lyda of the 
National Guard told the jury that 
after the troops had dispersed a 
crowd of strikers on Aug. 30 Law- 
rence — one of the defendants, 
apologi to him and to Major Eu- 
gene Costen.

Bureau’s Data Give Basis for Mel- 
lon’s Prediction of Substantial 
Surplus in Treasury.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Still re- 
flecting the increase in personal in- 
comes incident to the bull movement 
on the Stock Exchange in 1928, col- 
lections of internal revenue for the 
first four months of the fiseal year, 
at $857,608,874, showed an.increase 
of $101,441,533. over the total inthe 
same period of last year, according 
to statistics made public by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. 

Of the increase in revenue $81,- 
936,536 was represented by the gain 
in taxes on personal incomes. The 
general activity of buginess was 
shown by the fact that ‘corporation 
incomes for the four months showed 
an increase of $8,733,249 and mis- 


cellaneous taxes an increase of $10,- 
771,748, as compared with the same 
months in 1928.

It was on figures such as these that 
Secretary Mellon, in proposing a tax 
reduction of about $160,000,000 by 
cutting 1 per cent from the normal 
tax on incomes and on the corpora- 
tion income tax, based his prediction 
that there would be a substantial 
surplus at the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30, despite the stock market 
crash and the fact that the termina- 
tion of the bull market and losses 
suffered by speculators would tend 
to reduce taxes on personal incomes 
received in the calendar year 1929 
and paid in 1930. 

The stock market liquidation will 


not affect the revenue in the form 
of taxes on personal incomes which 
the government receives for the pe- 
riod from July 1 to Dec. 31 of the 
calendar year, which is the first half 
of the fiscal year. 

Therefore, it is thought that al- 
though taxes on personal incomes 
paid in the second half of the fiscal 
year may be reduced from the pres- 
ent level of collections by the stock 
market reversal, the revenues for the 
complete fiscal year will be sufficient 
to permit the reduction recommend- 
4 and still leave a comfortable mar- 
4 ° 

Expects Corporation Tax Gain. 

The Treasury is confident also that 
earnings of corporations in 1929, 
upon which taxes will be paid in 
1930, will be much in excess of earn- 
ings for 1928, upon which taxes are 
now being paid, thus assuring satis- 
factory revenue from that through- 
out the fiscal year. 

Miscellaneous taxes for the: four 
months of the current fiscal year 
ended Oct. 31 were greater than the 


similar taxes in the same months of 
the previous fiscal year, mene ¢ 
cause of the gains in taxes paid on 
cigarettes, and stamp sales in con- 
nection with capital stock issues and 
capital stock sales or transfers.

HAMMONTON, N. J., Nov. 20.— 
Five years ago Anthony Parisi, of 
this place, was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for killing his brother-in- 
law, Samuel Grimaldi, the alleged se- 
ducer. of Parisi’s daughter, Jo- 
sephine, then 16 years old. ‘Today, 
paroled, he returned home from 
State’s Prison in. Trenton to be 
cheered by 700 friends, mostly of 
Italian extraction. 

Parisi, who was scheduled to leave 
prison last midnight, was not’ re- 
leased until 8:30'A. M. At midnight 
Justice of the Peace Emerson A. 
Burdick. of Hammonton. and. Mrs. 
Burdick motored to the prison of- 
fices in Trenton. Between fifty and 


sixt Hammonton residents also 
made the trip in a bus to “greet 
Parisi. Deputy Keeper Michae! 
Brown told Burdick that on account 
of the crowd he would not release 
Parisi until later in the day. The 
crowd departed and Burdick and his 
wife waited, driving Parisi home 
when he was released. 

At Hammonton the crowd bore 
down upon Parisi and cheered him 
lustily as he greeted his wife and 
five children. He was also welcomed 
by Mrs. Lena Bongiovanni, 19 years 
A Grimaldi’s daughter, and Mrs. 
Domenica Grimaldi, his widow. 

Tonight a dinner was held in 
Parisi’s honor which was attended 
by 1,000 persons.

Nearly $2,000,000 in Produce Is 
Reported Tied Up in Walkout 
to Aid Loaders. 








WORKER IS _ BLACKJACKED 





Another Is Compelied to Drive 
Loaded Truck Back to Rail 
Yard and Empty It. 





Nearly $2,000,000 worth of perish- 
able foodstuffs was tied up in rail- 
road yards and commission ware- 
houses in Newark yésterday when 
about 400 produce truck drivers and 
their helpers were called out on 
strike over difficulties between com- 
mission merchant and loaders. 
Union officials sai@ that the move 
was made to prevént the men from 
doing the work of loaders. 

The drivers are members of Com- 
mission Drivers and Chauffeurs Lo- 
cal 208, who recently got a raise in 
pay after a strike. Leaders of the 
local said yesterday that union load- 
ers were on strike for higher wages 
and that by doing their work the 
drivers would be acting as strike- 
breakers. 

The commission men, however, 


maintain their right to have their 
loading done by their own employes 
and object to dealing with Produce 
Loaders, Inc., the organization em- 
ploying union loaders. 

Two instances of intimidation were 
reported to the police yesterday. 
Gustave Brodack of 34 Harrison Ave- 
nue, Harrison, driver for the Hudson 
Produce Company, was blackjacked 
while trying to protect his truck in 
front of 229 Miller Street, Newark. 

The other case was reported by 
Sergeant J. G. Burnside of the Cen- 
tral Railroad police, who said that 
operators of a truck loaded at the 
railroad yards and driven to Me- 
chanic Street had been compelled to 
return to the yard and unload in. 
Several men were reported to have 
threatened the driver. 

The commission men characterized 
the strike as a ‘‘racket’’ and said 
they had a contract with the drivers’ 
union and would take legal steps to 
enforce it. A meeting of the Fruit 
and Produce Trade Association was 
called late yesterday afternoon to dis- 
cuss plans for legal action to enforce 
the union contract. 

V. H. Schleicher, counsel for the 
commission men, also said that the 
whole affair was a ‘‘racket.’’ He 
asserted that certain union officials 
had formed an organization to con- 
trol the loading business and that be- 
cause the employers refused to grant 
this organization a. monopoly of the 
loading, the loaders were called out 
on strike under the pretext of de- 
manding higher wages. 

Association. members and leaders 
of the drivers’ union met last night 
in a vain effort to settle the strike 

Soon after the Strike had been 
called J. J. Burnside, sergeant of 
— for the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, asked protection for the 
railroad yards at Mechanic Street 
from the Newark police. Police were 
sent to the yard and a strong detail 
also was sent into the produce centre 
of Newark.

MARUCHESS DELIGHTS 
WITH VIOLA D’AMORE 


Also Plays Viola in Recital of 
Representative Works Ranging 
From 17th Century to Present. 





Alix Young Maruchess presented a 


recital of unusual music for viola 
and viola d’amore last evening at 
Steinway Hall, assisted by Frank 
Bibb at the piano and harpsichord. 
The program ranged in time from 
the seventeenth century of Bach and 
Marais, through works by Marc, 
Gretry, Milandre and Handel, to a 
group of modern compositions repre- 
sented by Granados, Ernest Bloch, 
Debussy and Castelnuovo-Tedesco. 
In addition to this exceptional cul- 
ling of some of the most character- 
istic works written for these two 
related instruments, there was 
achieved a delightful balance betwen 
the gay and the serious. Old Eng- 
lish hornpipes, sarabandes and 
gigtes alternated with serenades and 
prayer. 

The viola d’amore heard last eve- 
ning was a beautiful example of the 
luthier’s art and was played for 
many years by its former owner in 
the Covent Garden productions of 
Meyerbeer’s ‘‘The Huguenots.’’ The 
characteristic flageolets of this in- 
frequently heard instrument sound- 
ed with full and velvety clarity, 
thanks being due for this to the 
player also, of course. 

Of especial interest. was the first 
hearing of Hindemith’s miniature 
sonata, which was written, like 
other works on the program, origi- 
nally for the viola d‘amore. This 
work afforded admirers of modern 
chord formations and imitative the- 
matic development much pleasure. 

The soloist was gowned appropri- 
ately in a deep green costume of the 
late eighteenth century, which blend- 
ed effectively with the scarlet harpsi- 
chord. The intimate salon was 
completely filled by an audience that 
recalled the player warmly and re- 
peatedly. - 

Frank Bibb at both the piano and 
harpsichord proved a yielding and 
helpful accompanist.

Finally, performing music of 
which he is the unmatched. inter- 
preter, Mr. Toscanini played the 
music for Siegfried’s death and the 
Funeral March from ‘“Gétterdam- 
merung,’’ and the ‘‘Ride of the Val- 
kyries’’ from the second opera of the 
“Ring’’ cycle. 

The audience stirred, as it will and 
must to the heroic and thrilling 
music of Beethoven. Perhaps the 
wind instruments have been in bet- 
ter trim at other concerts. A listener 
could differ with details of the 
Mozart symphony, played by a re- 
duced orchestra, but Mr. Toscanini’s 
performances are so logically con- 
ceived and presented with such sin- 
cerity and musicianship that thev 
carry conviction, whether or not an 
individual in the audience happens 
to agree with them. 

And what music is this symphony! 
It is truer of no work than of this. 
one that as every year passes by it 
increases in beauty and radiant 
power. The fugal finale must still 
be reckoned among the crowning 
masterpieces of the musical art, 
when Mozart’s elaborate counter- 
point, so swift-footed, so free of the 
earth and every mortal weight, 
causes his melodies to flutter like 
doves about the fugal subject which 
resembles a ‘‘cantus firmus’’ for the 
whole structure. 

The ‘Psalmus Hungaricus” also 
develops with acquaintance. Mr. 
Mengelberg introduced it in this city 
last at a concert given two years 
ago by the Pro Musica Society. It 
has a fierce and ancestral grandeur, 
especially in the choral parts. Here 
the music is savage, proud and aus- 
tere. There is the certainty that it 
came from the consciousness of a 
period as far back in the history of 
Kodaly’s race as that which begot 
the poetry. There are stupendous 
climaxes as the brass in the orches- 
tra flings against the massed voices 
a motive of medieval cast and shat- 
tering power. 

It is undoubtedly true that no 
transition could give the equivalent 
of the original rhapsodic Hungarian 
text. This is felt as the English falls 
upon the ear. And it has yet to be 
determined whether the solo part, so 
cruelly written for the tenor, is 
equal in meaning and greatness to 
the choral measures. 

His solo is extensive, but it fs not 
as convincing to the writer as either 
the music for the massed voices or 
the part played by the orchestra. 
Nor is the score, as a whole, with its 
frequent and sudden contrasts, de- 
void of the suspicion of theatrical- 
ism. Very possibly, however, this 
vehemence and passion are racial. 
The color and texture of the music is 
certainly far from the gaudy, flam- 
boyant expression which is usually 
associated with the Hungarianism of 
Liszt or the fiddling of gypsies. The 
orchestration has precious tone-tints 
associated only with Kodaly. This 
interesting work has yet to be esti- 
mated on this side of the water with 
any degree of perspective.

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“THE GOVERNOR WINS. 
Attorney General WARD sum- 
marized his first impressions of the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the executive budget case with the 
remark: “ Apparently both the Gov- 
“ ernor and the Legislature will need 
“to revise their views of their re- 
“ spective. powérs and duties under 
“the present Constitution.” A more 
careful reading of Judge PoUND’S 
opiriion - -should convince him that it 
is in ‘reality an overwhelming victory 
for Governor ROOSEVELT. He did not 
even insist that he be allowed per- 
sonally to segregate the lump sum 
iterns in dispute, but only that mem- 
bers of thé Legislature could not 
constitutionally. exercise that func- 
tion. In overruling the lower 
tribunal-the court of last resort 
‘broadly sustains the contentions of 
the Governor and of his, counsel, 
Messrs. . GUTHRIE and GRIFFIN. 
Although one judge reaches his 
conclusions by a somewhat different 
path, the decision itself carries the 
added authority of being unanimous. 
- Nor does Judge Pounp rest his 
case on technicalities or on the nice- 
ties of budget procedure. He cleaves 
to fundamental distinctions, rooted 
deep in ‘all, American Constitutions. 
Article I, Section 1, of the New 
York Constitution «provides that 
“the legislative powers of this State 
-“ Shall be vested in the Senate and 
“Assembly.” Article IV, Section .1, 
declares that “the executive power 
shall be vested in a Governor.” 
That there is a borderline between 
executive and: administrative. pow- 
ers, which is at times difficult 
to define, ‘the court recognizes, 
‘but it draws that line in this case 
* with more assurance than the court 
below was.able to command. For 
more than a century, to correct 
manifest abuse, the Constitution has 
provided that: “no member of. the 
‘Legislature. shall receive any civil 
“ appointment within this State.” It 
is the opinion of the court that exec- 
utive authority is: again in danger. 
Judge ‘PouND holds :that the desig- 
nation’ of. the Senate and Assembly 
‘chairmen to approve the segrega- 
tions in question “amounts to the 
- “making? of civil. appointments by 
“ the Legislature” and “tis a clear 
“ and conspictous instance of an at- 
‘ “tempt by-the Legislature to confer 
y ‘ administrative powers on two of 

“ its members.”

A WELCOME ADJOURNMENT. 


There wiil be general relief that 
the special session of Congress is to 
end on Friday. From the beginning 
it was leaderless. For weeks it has 
seemed purposeless. The House was 
ranged against the Senate, and the 
Senate against itself. Except for his 
plea for some sort of action, and his 
request that flexible rate-fixing be 
left in his hands, the President did 
not publicly say what he thought of 
the bill. This helped to divide even 
the Republican regulars into “ Old 
Guard” and “Young Guard.” So 
complete was the confusion that on 
the vote for adjournment, proposed 
by a Democrat, Republicans, Demo- 
crats and Progressives were. to. be 
found on both sides of: the issue. 
Senator BoRAH wound up an amaz- 
ing and bewildering series of posi- 
tions by voting with the “ Young 
Guard,” with which only a day or 
two ago he parted company. Father 
of the idea of an extra session, he 
refused. to pronounce his offspring 
officially, dead. Siding incongruously 
with him was the tired protagonist 
of the Finance Committee’s draft, 
Mr. SMooT, who said the other day 
that if adjournment came he would 
say: “ Thank Gop!” 

For a week the country will be 
spared the. futile debates and the 
depressing spectacle of a dominant 
party, with a President in the White 
House, unable to legislate. Congress 
will go home: and collect its mileage. 
Mr. HOOVER will set to work on his 
message for the regular session to 
which the tariff bill comes as a leg- 


acy of doubtful value. When Con- 


gress-reconvenes it will.be the same 
membership, with the same warring 
factions, which made a mess of this 
legislation. It will. be as: leaderless 
as ever. During the brief period of 
its. recess the President will have 
time to consider whether the occa- 
sion is ripe for him to speak as the 
leadér of his party and the nation’s 
Chief Executive. If he approves the 
bill in the form passed by the House, 
the opportunity comes for him to 
say this or to point out the respects 
in which he differs. If he has reached 
specific conclusions as to scope and 
details of the bill which he had not 
reached when he called the special 
session into being, his message of- 
fers a proper vehicle for new views. 
If these months’ of eventless squab- 
bling are merely to be succeeded by 
several more, the Administration will 
be a political sufferer, 

The President was. the choice, 
only a year ago, of a great majority 
of his fellow-citizens. They look to 
him to take command of a confused 
situation. If he is both candid and 
leader-like they will stand behind 
him, 








WALKER ON WORK. 


Mayor WALKER has not yet fin- 
ished his first term, but is already 
laying down a program and estab- 
lishing principles of conduct for his 
second, In his face-to-face talk with 
the heads of the city departments 


‘on Tuesday, as in his detailed ad- 


dress at the luncheon of the Mer- 
chants’ Association yesterday, he re- 
vealed what to many will appear a 
new WALKER. He gave color to this 
impression by including himself 
among those who must make better 
resolves for the future. Half admit- 
ting that there has been some ex- 
cuse for thinking of him as a Play- 
boy Mayor, he dedicates himself 
hereafter to unremitting labor - for 
the city, He also puts a proper in- 
terpretation upon the great vote of 
confidence given to him in the May- 
oralty election. It did not signify un- 
qualified approval of the past. It 
was a mixture of recognition and 
hope. The Mayor's ability was con- 
ceded, but would he apply it to the 
work of the city as he might? 
That question the Mayor has ap- 
parently taken to heart and ‘deter- 
mined to answer it in a way both to 
delight his friends and silence his 
critics. 

In warning his subordinates, as he 
did, to be steadily on the job, alert, 
watchful, scrupulous, thinking al- 
ways of their official duty, the 
Mayor must have been aware that 
he will hereafter be tested by his 
own standards and exhortations. 
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truly. 

work: * ¶undertaien is enormous. 
Its cost will be appalling. Appar- 
ently the Mayor kept nothing back. 
He did not glide lightly over diffi- 
culties. The extent of the financial 
burdens which the city will be com- 
pelled to assume he did not too 
much minimize. But with his gen- 
eral conclusion that there is nothing 
ror the.City Government to do but 
to press forward with these vast 
and varied undertakings there will 
be general agreement. We have put 
our hand to the plow and must not 
draw back. : 

Tre tasks which the Mayor is 
facing are among the most arduous, 
but he announces his ‘purpose to at- 
tack them with courage and hope- 
fulness, provided he can count upon 
the cooperation of the Merchants’ 
Association and all other public- 
spirited civic bodies and individual 
citizens. Mayor WALKER may rest 
assured that the public. support 
which he asks for will be given him 
in full measure so long as he makes 
it clear that he himself is pulling his 
full weight in the boat.

EARTHQUAKE EFFECTS. . 

A little time ago astronomers 
asked the coope-ation of individuals 
in recording the flights. of meteors 
expected on certain nights in Au- 
gust. Nov; geologists. are: inviting 
the aid of the public in gathering 
material concerning the _ recent 
earthquake. Persons who felt the 
shock are requested to send to the 
United States. Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, Washington, D. C., such in- 
formation as they are able to give 
with accuracy in answer to the fol- 
lowing questions:: 


Did the buildings jar or tremble, 
or did dishes or windows rattle? 

Did chairs or lightly balanced 
things, like lamps or potted plants, 
rock back and forth? 

Did doors, lamps or hanging 
things swing? If so, in what direc- 
tion? 

Did heavy articles, like tables, 
stoves or beds, move? 

Were there any cracks in plaster 
walls? 

Did bricks fall from chimneys? 

Were there any cracks in walls 
or foundations of buildings? 

Were there any shocks after the 
main one? 

At what time did the shock occur? 

Information collected in this way 
may be valuable in determining the 
intensity of earthquakes in localities 
remote from a seismological station 
and in outlining correctly the area 
in which the quake was felt. It is 
hoped to reach conclusions that will 
be of practical value to insurance 
companies, architects and engineers, 
as well as to science itself, in acquir- 
ing further knowledge of the rest- 
less crust beneath our feet. 

The sequels of these tremors are 
often disturbing to the minds of men 
and women. The instantaneous in- 
voluntary. standing up of a group 
of students seated in an upper story 
of the Massachusc‘ts Institute of 
Technology illustrates the mental 
effect. Peril of panic in great cities 
is greater than the peril, of falling 
walls. In our own city the founda- 
tions are so deep and so seculy 
laid, and then so well. “ packed 
down” by glaciers which, as Dr. 
CHESTER A. REEDS stated before the 
National Academy of Sciences, were 
25,000 years retreating from Staten 
Island across Manhattan, that there 
can be no reason to dread a major 
physical disaster here. Dr. HOLLIS 
GODFREY has repeatedly. warned us 
that our serious danger is in losing 
our poise in the presence even of 
slight tremors. 

It is reassuring to observe the 
prompt and effective way.in which 
man meets the emergencies with 
which such “ acts of Gop ” suddenly 
bring him face to face. They are no 
longer looked upon as punishments 
by an offended Creator. They are 
known to be but the ordered move- 
ments of a terrestrial.body still in 
the throes of creation. Man’s in- 
genuity is taxed to discover and pre- 
dict the places and times of what 
once seemed erratic and vengeful 
outbreaks of divine wrath,but are 


now known to be definitely ap- 
pointed by natural law.. The seis- 
mologists (among whom Jesuit 


scientists are prominent) stand as 
watchmen upon the walls of the 
earth to give warning, so far as they 
are able, of the approach of the sub- 
terranean disturber_of its peace, and 
they will be helped in their future 
service by the. reports which) those 
within the walls give out of their 


own experience.

AN EVIDENT CONSPIRACY. 
On the ‘case of the. Illinois Repre- 
sentative in Congress indicted by the 


District Grand Jury for illegal pos- 
session of. liquor. we do not wish to 
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rect, The —— yt room in the 


House Office Building, was found to 
contain six smashed and six. un- 
smashed bottles of liquors. The ex- 
press, company’s handlers had been 
unexpectedly. gentle. Its smeller 
also revealed that a trunk had been 
sent to the same official address. 
The Representative had no key to 
this, no, knowledge of it. It must 
belong to somebody else. It was 
broken open: 


Inside, neatly packed, they found, 
the agents say, eighteen bottles of 
real Scotch whisky and half a 
dozen bottles of gin labeled ‘‘ Dil- ' 
boy.”’ 

Had the agents been genuine de- 
tectives and not janitors of virtue, 
they would have seen at once that 
the neat packing could have been 
done only by an expert. They chose 
to judge for the worst. At least 
their action was not so. precipitate 
as their judgment. The calumniated 
Representative explains that some- 
body else’s baggage was sent to him. 
He generously attributes this to 
a “mistake.” Incidents differing 
slightly in detail have made only too 
clear the existence of a conspiracy 
to discredit public men bold enough 
to stand up against the forces of 
unrighteousness. - 

We advise. this Representative, 
upon whom two wrong boxes were 
foisted at Panama, we advise all Dry 
Congressmen, either to abstain from 
visiting foreign parts or to mark 
their baggage with a symbol known 
only to themselves, to keep an eye 
on it in transitu; if necessary, to ride 
with it on the truck, if it is beyond 
the capacity of a taxi. Why do we 
hear: now and: then of liquor said to 
be in the possession of, Dry Con- 
gressmen and never hear of it in the 
possession of Wet Congressmen? 
Even to the thinnest faculty of ratio- 
cination the reason is plain. There is 
an organized and a widespread con- 
spiracy financed in the United States 
and with international agents at all 
chief ports, to break down prohibi- 
tion by undermining popular confi- 
dence in the sincerity of its sup- 
porters in Congress. 





THE CORN-HUSKERS. 

The machine age has not yet 
taken all the joy out of farm labor in 
the Middle West. A contest for the 
championship in corn-husking by 
hand, such as occurred at Platte 
City, Mo., last week, draws a gallery 
of thousands, and the fun, like the 
work, is fast and furious. Two 
friends, “ who trade help in thresh- 
ing times,” attend the same church, 
and dance and frolic in hours of play, 
strove against each other for the 
national husking championship, and 
the winner, WALTER OLSON of Rio, 
Ill., had a margin of only half a 
bushel. But the old American stock 
was not much in it. Six of the 
thirteen contestants were Scandina- 
vians, and the best a native Ameri- 
can could do was to finish third. 

In the regular work of the farm, 
husking is paid for according to the 
number of bushel baskets filled in a 
day. The demand for the services 
of fast huskers is therefore con- 
stant. The crops are not ready for 
husking bouts until the sun and wind 
have dried the ears and frosts have 
crisped them. Then the ears can be 
snapped loose. The stalks remaining 
furnish fodder for the cattle. Mighty 
wrestlers come out of the Middle 
West, but they are not held in such 
high esteem as the champion corn- 
huskers. What wrestler could husk 
35.8 bushels in eighty minutes? That 
was the record set by ELMER WIL- 
LIAMS of Toulon, Ill., in 1926. 

Where corn is king, these husking 
rivalries will--continue: indefinitely. 
When the contests are over, the work 
begins of getting the corn cribbed 
before Winter. If the chemists who 
have discovered’ so many uses for 
stalks and cobs are right—paper, 
rayon, heat units, synthetic lumber, 
insulating material—those who glean 
after the corn-huskers will take part 
of the hardness out of the farmer’s 
lot.’

Emergae:> 
legislation virtually becomes suwaiiy 
legislation. That is a policy upon 
which the community is scarcely 
prepared to embark and which tu 
the long run is far from an unmiti- 
gated blessing to its beneficiaries. 
It is a well-known fact that the 
standard of sanitation, comfort ard 
safety. in the emergency-protected 
apartments has been deteriorating 
as landlords have refused to make 
repairs. 

While hardship may follow upon 
the repeal of all rent restrictions in 
many individual cases, there are in 
New York City far more instances: 
in which tenants will submit to. in- 
ferior living standards though they 
could well afford to pay for better- 
kept housing. It will presumably be 
some months before the latest deci- 
sion will receive final consideration 
by the Court of Appeals. By that 
time we should know more about 
what the future holds in the way of 
prosperity or depression. In the ab- 
sence of the latter, the ten-year, 
emergency period in rents might 
well be brought to a close. 





JAPAN SEEKS NAVAL 


REDUCTION. 


Denials by the Japanese Embassy 
in London that there is a rift in the 
views of the Japanese delegation to 
the naval conference only confirm 
the obvious. The Japanese Govern- 
ment has chosen its representatives 
wisely, confident in their ability to 
support Japan’s policy. This is to 
seek as low’a maximum limit of 
naval tonnage as possible, even 
though the cruiser ratio which Japan 
officially asks for is somewhat 
higher than the battleship ratio 
agreed.upon at the Washington Con- 
ference. Doubtless there are big- 
navy men in Japan who disapprove 
of this and hold that Japan should 
be free of all external limitations in 
the matter of naval expansion. We 
have such men here. Recently the 
British Navy League uttered similar 
sentiments with respect to Eng- 
land’s naval policy. 

Japan has many solid reasons to 
advocate a small navy... Ever since 
the Washington Conference she has 
lost her fears of possible foreign 
aggression in the East. At the 
Geneva Conference two years ago 
she not only worked for an agree- 
ment but sought to have the limits 
in various categories reduced as low 
as possible. Ever since Mr. HOOVER 
first let it-be known that he hoped 
for a new conference on naval limi- 
tation. Japanese official spokesmen 
have made it plain that they are in 
hearty accord with the plan. They 
may be counted upon to use their 
influence to have the tonnage fig- 
ures cut as low as possible. 

Japan realizes that a large navy 
is noslonger necessary for her pres- 
tige or for the protection of her 
special interests. She is under even 
a greater necessity than England to 
reduce public expenses as much as 
possible. The post-war business 
depression, followed closely by the 
devastating earthquake and by a 
prolonged subsequent financial and 
industrial crisis, made all the worse 
by increasing labor troubles, has 
made it imperative for the Japanese 
Government to spend as little as 
possible on the army and navy. 
About 28 per cent of Japan’s budg- 
et is devoted to national defense, 
and- another 17. per cent to loans, 
many; of which were’ originally in- 
curred as a result of war expendi- 
tures. While this does not compare 
disproportionately with other coun- 
tries, the actual annual outlay for 
national defense comes to about 
$300,000,000.. This for a country of 
the small size and limited resources 
of Japan is a great drain. 

The Japanese evidently intend to 
ask for a 10-10-7 ratio instead of 
the 5-5-3 ratio established at the 
Washington Conference. But it is 
not unlikely that when the final ad- 
justments are made a compromise 
will be effected. This is all the more 
probable in’ view of the plain inter- 
est of Japan to subscribe to no pro- 
gram which entails a distinct in- 
crease in armaments. She must 
approve the principle enunciated by 
Mr. -Hoover in his Armistice Day 
speech, when, in stating his willing- 
ness to accept the lowest ratio that 
other nations would be willing to 
grant, ‘he said, “It cannot be too 
low for us.”

Without having statistics on the 
subject, it is easy to guess that the 
talkies are making inroads on the 
theatrical audience. One has only to 
listen to the producers. Some are 
angry, some are hurt, some are pro- 
foundly puzzled that any one should 
prefer the talkies to a show with 
real performers. The final proof of 
fear is more subtle. It appears in the 
attitude that welcomes the talkies as 
a blessing—somewhat disguised—to 
the theatre. 

Not many have the strength for 
such whistling to keep their courage 
up. But there are a few who pro- 
fess to believe that the talkies will 
attract the less desirable members of 
present theatrical audiences. Pre- 
sumably the stupid, the tardy, the 
coughers, and all the ill-mannered 
will feel more at home with the 
sound pictures, while the theatre will 
grow more beautiful under the eyes 
of a handful of refined spectators. 





The ancient institution 
of marriage broker, or 
“schatchen” as it is 
known to the Yiddish- 
speaking public among 
whom it flourishes, has been sharply 
challenged by a judge of Common 
Pleas at Philadelphia. He refused to 
enforce collection of a marriage 
broker’s fee. He held it public policy 
that the marriage union be entered 
upon by the two parties free of the 
influence ‘‘brought to bear by some 
more experienced or powerful will.’’ 

The ruling does credit to his Hon- 
or’s romantic heart, but it is neither 
very good contract law nor good soci- 
ology. He makes the persuasive arts 
of the marriage broker synonymous 
with coercion, By that definition a 
contract to purchase a skyscraper is 
not velid if a couple of real estate 
schatchens helped to bring seller and 
buyer together. The purchase of 
$10,000 worth of bonds would be null 
if brought about by the intervention 
of an attractive young bond schat- 
chen lately out of Harvard. 

All this is aside from the fact that, 
the world over, probably nine mar- 
riages out of ten are negotiated by 
intermediaries. This will hold true 
for Basutoland and the . Boulevard 
St. Germain; and the statistics are 
said to show that it works out quite 
as well as the other system.

Street styles show changes 
too, though women are not dragging 
hems in the dust by a matter of 
many inches. 

One indication of the change is 
seen in the beginnings of an altera- 
tion in manners. The free swing that 
accompanied short, straight frocks 
will-not-be forgotten at once. It will 
remain, just as the old habit of 
smoothing down long skirts that no 
longer existed clung to women who 
a few seasons. ago found themselves 
suddenly bereft of dangling drap- 
eries. But a slower gait, a different 
carriage and, .one fancies, even a 
softer voice accompany the adoption 
of sleek and élegant fashions. —

Never Asked Anything for Himself.” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

‘May I express my deep personal 
sorrow in the untimely death of 
Jamés Melvin Lee of New York Uni- 
versity? The passing of this man is 
not merely the last progressive step 
in an individual life. With him go, 
unfinished; many « projects ~ of his 
busy,, unselfish, worthy life-work. 
Among other things, he leaves be- 
h'ad a most commendable project, 
the creation of a fund to establish 
the Bradford Scholarship in Journal- 
ism at New York University, where 
he was director of that department. 
It is most earnestly to be hoped that 
his necessary successor will be able 
to carry ‘this project to a successful 
conclusion, that it may stand not 
only as a monument to Bradford’s 

pioneer spirit but as a living testi- 
monial of affection to its creator, 
James Melvin Lee. 

No one knew Jimmy Lee better 
than I, though our actual contacts 
were infrequent, due to the distance 
separating our residences “and the 
fact that we were both too busy to 
visit. The doctorial dignity of his 
degree never impaired the personal 
lovableness of his relations, and to 
me. as to thousands of others he was 
Jim, the friend of man, the pa- 
tient .monitor of youth, the con- 
tinued friend of those who had passed 
through his instruction and with 
whom he never lost contact. 

It was James Melvin Lee who col- 
lected my verses, ‘‘Songs of the 
Craft,” published originally in Editor 
and Publisher, which in book form I 
donated to the Bradford fund. . He 
wrote the preface. In my foreword I 
pictured his proposed visit to my 
home, Warlee-on-the-Severn, where 
we were to foregather with Jack 
Ransdell, the publisher of the book, 
and watch the moonpath that 
stretches from my river to the place 
where the destinies of nations and 
unborn babes lie still in Infinity’s 
great secret keeping. Now we shall 
never have that meeting, for Jim- 
my has gone to see for himself 
what is on the other sid: of the cur- 
tain. 

May I again repeat: I hope that his 
cherished project, the Bradford Me- 
morial Fund, will be completed im- 
mediately as a tribute to his unflag- 
ging faith in his fellow-man and his 

evotion to his great educational 
work. I think if you print this 
Jimmy’s smile may come straight 
through from the other side. I think 
his great spirit will rest more com- 
—— if his last worthy effort in 

behalf of his fellow-man is brought 
through to the success which he him- 
self had planned for it. 

A man has gone who never in his 
life.asked anything for himself, and 
who never hesitated to ask for oth- 
ers. May his soul find its reward in 


eternal peace.

Took Part in Organization’s First 
Relief Work in '80s—Honored 
by Many Governments. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Dr. Ju- 
lian B. Hubbell, former general field 
secretary of the American Red Cross 
and for years an associate of the late 
Clara Barton, the first Red Cross 

resident, in the organization’s ex- 
ensive relief work, died at his home 
in Glen Echo, Md., last night at the 
age of 83. 

His death occurred: in the former 
home of Miss Barton, to which he 
fell heir at ‘her death. In the house 
are many relics and tokens of a *7 
preciation of nations and individua 
presented to Miss Barton and Dr. 
Hubbell. 

Dr. Hubbell was a charter member 
of the American Red Cross and took 
part in its. first relief work, done 
during the Michigan forest fires in 
the early ’80s. 

He also did relief work because of 
the Texas famine of 1887, the Johns- 
town (Pa.) flood of 1889, the Russian 
famine of 1892 and the Sea Islands 
hurricane of 1893, and relief werk 
prong the Armenians in -the -late 


During the Russian famine Dr. 
Hubbell was sent in charge of the 
Red Cross relief ship yreland, 
loaded with 225 carloads of corn con- 
tributed by the State of Iowa. He 
ahd nine other American commis- 
sioners were received with impres- 
sive honors by the government of 
Russia, and were recipients of many 
tokens of appreciation from various 
provinces in which they gave aid. 

Dr. Hubbell represented the Ameri- 
can Red Cross at the international 
conference in Rome in 1891 and par- 
ticipated in every convention of the 
Red Cross in this country during its 
first twenty-five years. . 

Born in Iowa, Dr. Hubbell was a 
professor in a seminary in New York 
when’ hé met Miss Barton. Becoming 
interested in relief work, he took the 
medical course at the University of 
Michigan to be better fitted for re- 
lief service. 

Dr. Hubbell never married. His 
nearest surviving relatives are two 
nieces. Burial will be in the family 
cemetery at Animosa, Iowa.

FOUND IN MIDST OF FLAMES 





Hotel Lucerne Employes Quickly 
Extinguish Blaze—His Family 
Prominent in New Jersey. 





Dr. Louis Apgar Queen was burned 
to death yesterday morning in the 
office of his three-room suite on the 
second floor of the Hotel Lucerne, 
201 West Seventy-ninth Street. When 
hotel employes broke into his rooms, 
they found the physician slumped 
down in an easy chair, his body sur- 
rounded by flames. The bathrobe he 
wore, his desk and the newspaper 
he had been reading were blazing. 
On the floor were his pipe, matches 
and tobacco pouch. 

Dr. Queen, who had an extensive 
practice among wealthy patients and 
had. been house physician at the 
Hotel Lucerne for fifteen years, was 
subject to heart attacks. Assistant 
Medical. Examiner Robert C. Fisher 
said that Dr. Queen probably suf- 
fered a stroke and was unconscious 
when his lighted. pipe set fire to his 
clothing or the newspaper. The 
burns, however, caused his death, 
Dr. Fisher said. 

A tailor passing through the cor- 
ridor outside Dr. Queen’s rooms 
smelled smoke and notified the hotel 
engineer, Charles Egner, and his as- 
sistant, Charles) Pegas. They- cut 
away a panel in the door leading to 
the physician's office and released 
the‘night lock. 

At about the same time Patrolmen 
Joseph Cunningham and Patrick 
Loughran saw smoke “pouring from 
the. windows of the physician's of- 
fice. They rushed into the hotel to 
aid the hotel employes. Some one 
turned in a fire alarm, but the fire 
had been extinguished before ap- 
paratus reached the hotel.

Avenue, Jersey City, an attorney and 
brother of Dr. Queen, arrived at the 
hotel during the afternoon. He had 
the body removed to a funeral chapel.

‘‘We are on the foothills of know!l- 
edge, making our survey of the 
world,”’ he said, ‘‘catching glimpses 
of cosmic evolution.” 

Dealing with a subject of striking 
importance to scientists and con- 
cerned with highly technical mate- 
rial, Dr. Shapley succeeded in * 
tivating his audience and holding i 
attention upon the abstruse topic. 

Mankind in Dr. Shapley’s scale is 
pigeonholed in the minus side, with- 
in a parenthetical subdivision of the 
class of colloidal aggregates.

Henry Pols, Inc., meat dealers, of 
which he was the head, surrendered 
yesterday to Federal District At- 
torney Tuttle to answer an indict- 
ment charging him with concealing 
$250,000 or more of the assets of the 
corporation after it went into bank- 
ruptey. He was released in $20,000 
bail after pleading not guilty before 
Federal Judge Coxe, and the court 
set his trial for some time in De- 
cember. 

Pols then went to District At- 
torney Banton’s office in the Annex 
of the Criminal Courts Building, 
where he surrendered on two forgery 
indictments in connection with loans 
approximating $690,000 he had ob- 
tained from the Liberty National 
Bank and Trust Company in West 
Fifty-seventh Street. Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney Charles J. Garrison 
took Pols before General Sessions 
Judge Allen, where he was freed on 
an additional $5,000 bail after the

ng. 


‘Surrenders to Save Cousin. 


The defendant was the executor of 
the estate of his father, Henry Pols, 
founder of the business. Federal 
District Attorney Tuttle beileves that 
he surrendered yesterday in an effort 
to save his cousin, David Nathanson 
of Algonac, Mich., from punishment 
today before Judge Coxe for con- 
tempt of the Federal court in 
the Pols bankruptcy investigation. 
Nathanson ignored a subpoena, to 
testify and withheld from Assistant 
Federal District Attorney Irving 
Spieler the fact that Pols, from Aug. 
26 to Sept. 10, was hiding in’ Nathan- 
son’s home in Algonac. Nathanson 
was under subpoena to testify before 
Federal Referee Oscar W.’Ehrhorn 
in the Pols. bankruptcy on, Aug, 22, 
and. it was not until. Federal im tn 
Coleman later had adjudged: him 
contempt that Nathanson appeared 
and answered the questions. 

In the meantime: Federal ,agents 
and local. detectives: were scouring 
the country for Pols; who, according 
to Mr. Spieler, is:suspected of having 
hidden -more than. - $700,000 of his 
bankrupt. firm’s assets.. Nathanson 
was to have been sentenced on Oct. 
30 on the:contempt charge, but a few 
days before this time Pols’s. lawyer 
called on -Mr. Spieler and. opened 
negotiations for his client’s sur- 


render. 

Pols is believed to have. fled. to 
Windsor, Canada, after his. depar- 
ture from Algonac, and Mr,’.Tuttle, 
after the Federal court arraignment, 
said there was little doubt: that the 
contempt proceeding caused Pols to

Charged With Forging Contracts.

But. the sly variety. of speed that consists in bobbing 
up at the right place at the right time is best rep- 
resented on skates by Nels Stewart of the Montreal 
Maroons, who has been called the Bob Meusel of 
hockey with reason. It was a strange thing that long- 
legged Bob could lope around the bases fast enough 
to run. over a flock of. those little fellows who scurry 
like rabbits, and yet the fans always thought he was 
dawdling along. It’s true he wasted as little effort 
as possible, but he covered the ground, and, in the 
same apparently dawdling and certainly deceptive 
manner, Nels Stewart covers the ice. 

Any one who doubts this can verify the same by 
taking a good look at Nels as he annoys the Rangers 
on behalf of the Maroons on the Garden ice this 


evening. 
Going Nowhere in a Hurry. 


The star-spangled Americans have speed of the 
wrong kind; judging from last:year’s record and their 
first effort at home under the new rules.

“It follows that if a complete turn- 
over in club membership occurs in 
ten years the Federal Government 
will have received in that space of 
time taxes equal in amount to the 
total cost of buying and building the 
club properties, This feature of the 
act is particularly oppressive and 
burdensome. Moreover, the statute 
results in discrimination between 
old clubs which have completed their 
permanent financing before the tax 
was put in effect and new clubs be- 
ing presently formed and which have 
not completed their financing. 

“Instances of hardship resulting 
from the added tax which have come 
to the attention of the United States 
Golf Association are, for example, a 
club which. assessed each of 
members to pay off its capital in- 
debtedness secured by a mortgage. 
A tax of 10 per cent had to be paid 
on this assessment. In another case 
a club had sold $50,000 of 5 per cent 
bonds for the construction of a 
course and clubhouse. Two hundred 
and fifty members paid dues of $160 
each, upon which the Federal tax is 
$2,500, the exact amount of the bond 
interest. In 1929 the club defaulted 
on its bond interest, which it could 
have paid had it not been for the 
tax, This default resulted in serious 
injury to.the club’s credit.

The gift of the property at 24 East 
Sixtieth Street to the French Insti- 
tute in the United States, which 
Owns and occupies the new six-story 
building adjoining, at 20-22 East Six- 
tieth Street, from the president of 
the institute, Ormond G. Smith, and 
plans to enlarge and extend the 
scope and activity of the organiza- 
tion, were officially announced yes- 
terday afternoon at a lecture and re- 
ception held in the institute. 

In the absence of Mr, Smith, who 
has gone with M. Claudel, French 
Ambassador, to the University of 
Virginia, of which Mr. Smith is a 
patron, Lawrence L. Gillespie, vice 
presideut and a trustee, told of the 
gift. The premises, he said, would 
be improved by Mr. Smith with a 
fourteen-story building, for which 
plans are being prepared. 

Title has been conveyed, Mr. Gil- 
lespie said, and rents from the build- 
ing will create an endowment fund 
tor the institute. 

Adequate room will be provided, 
Mr. Gillespie explained, for the 
French Museum collections and for 
housing important library acquisi- 
tions, also for reading and sitting 
rooms for the members. 

A lecture on ‘Fort Ticonderoga, 
an Outpost. of New France,’’ illus- 
trated by lantern slides, was given 
in the auditorium of the institute 
by Stephen H. P. Pell. Mr. Gilles- 
pie, who presided, introduced Mr. 
Pell as one who has devoted his 
knowledge, time and funds to the 
restoration of the fort property, 
which his ancestors acquired soon 
after the War of the Revolution,

Gilbert Miller, producer of three

Mr. Miller said that ‘‘we know 
where every ticket we sell goes,’’ 
and that a producer’s responsibility 
ceases after he has checked up 
pense with the agencies and as- 
certained that they have not sold 
tickets ah, more than the 75-cent in- 
crease allowed by. the law.

Dynamite’s Detonation Wave - 
Travels at 4 Miles a Second 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The- 
rapidity of the chemical reaction 
which takes place when a stick of 
dynamite is detonated is one of 
the fastest known, the detonation 
wave traveling along the cartridge 
at speeds as high as four miles 
per second. 

_ Now experts of the Bureau of 
Mines are engaged in measuring 
this speed at its laboratories at 
Bruceton, Pa., an announcement 
today said. 

In one type of apparatus, known 
as the mettegang recorder, the 
time elapsing between the break- 
ing of two wires threaded through 
the explosive stick is recorded on 
a rapidly revolving smoked drug. 

In still another process, the ex- 
plosive is placed behind a narrow 
slot cut in a piece of armor plate, 
the detonation process. being 
photographed by its own light on 
a rapidly moving film.

BOSTON, Nov. 20. (4).—The Fed- 
éral Reserve Bank of Boston an- 
nounced today that it had reduced 
its rediscount rate to 4% per cent, 
effective tomorrow. The present 
tate is 5 per cent. 





The reduction of the rediscount 
rate of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston brings the bank rate in the 
New England district down to the 
level established in New York last 
week. The ten other banks of the 
Reserve System have each a 5 per 
eent rediscount rate. Bankers here 
believe that the differential. of one 
half of 1 per cent between the rate 
of the New York bank and those of 
the Reserve Banks of the interior 
will be maintained for some time in 
an effort to get'a better balance in 
discounts and an outflow of funds 
from New York to other sections. 

Unusual ease marks credit in New 
York now, while in some other dis- 
tricts credit still remains fairly firm. 
Further indications of collapsing 
money rates were offered yesterday 
by the reduction in the official rate 
for call money from the renewal] 
rate of 5 per cent to 4%, the lowest 
rate posted since Aug. 16, 1928. In 
the outside market call money was 
again available at 3. per cent and 
some loans were reported at 2%. 

Quotations for time money again 
eased slightly to 5 per cent bid, 5% 
asked. Even at these rates little 
business is being done. Acceptance 
rates held unchanged after the two 
reductions of Tuesday, but demand 
continues active and few bills are 
coming out. Further reductions are 
regarded as not unlikely coon. 

Another heavy reduction in brok- 
ers’ loans is expected in today’s 
statement. While prices are some- 
what higher than last weck’s it is 
believed a large part of the buying 
in the stock market has been for 
cash, which would reduce leans ma- 
terially.

“The publishers of ‘the United 
States should. seek a clearer under- 
standing of the situation. The time 
has come for a frank and open dis- 
cussion’ as between. publisher and 
manufacturer. 

Edward Beck, secretary and man- 
ager of the Canadian. Pulp and Paper 
Association, stated today: 

“The threat of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association is a bit of bluff. 
If the publishers were making an 
uneconomic use of newsprint or, 
rather, .if they could. curtail their 
use of newsprint, it would show they 
are at present engaged in unecono- 
mic use. of. paper, and if they reduce 
the use of paper it would only re- 
sult in ultimately increasing the 
price.

That Canadian newsprint producers 
had agreed upon a stated increasé 
in price was denied this afternoon 
by P. B. Wilson, manager .of the 
Canadian Newsprint Company, Ltd.

Winnipeg lost 2% to 3 cents, while 
Buenos Aires fell 2% cents» Liver- 
pool showed independent weakness 
and. ignored the strength in North 
America on Tuesday, and finished % 
to %d lower, with further pressure of 
old-crop Argentiné grain. Reports of 
black rust from Argentina continued. 

Foreigners were slow in following 
bulges in buying cash wheat, with 
no purchases recorded, although de- 
mand was said to be good under the 
market. The basis at the Gulf was 
firm, with No. 2 hard quoted at 2 
cents over Chicago December.

$2,000,000,000 during the next six 
months in the United States was 
predicted yesterday by Nicholas Rob- 
erts, president of S. W. Straus & Co.

‘‘We believe, therefore, that the 
ensuing six months’ period beginnin, 
Dec. 1 should, on a conservative esti- 
mate, offer nearly as much potential 
public and private building as we 
have had during the similar period 
of the year just —— when the 
volume was only slightly less than 
$2,000,000,000.’’

The Churchman Says He Acted 
Illegally in Banning Service by 
‘Dr. Coffin at St. George’s 











RECITES OTHER CHARGES 





The Bishop Permits Grave Viola- 
tions of Canon Law, Paper Asserts 
—He Declines to Answer. 





Bishop William T. Manning, criti- 
cized editorially in. the current issue 
of The Churchman, national weekly 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and in resolutions of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church League, declined 
yesterday to enter into any contro- 
versy over his action in barring a 
from cele- 
brating communion at St. George’s 
Church, Stuyvesant Square. Asked 
about the resolution adopted Tues- 
day, which said that Bishop Man- 
ning permitted greater violations of 
church law than the celebration of 
communion a ‘‘godly minister of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ’? would 
have been, he said: 

“'T- decline to-comment.”’ 

The issue arose when the Chris- 
tian Unity League, in session’ at 
St. George’s last week invited Dr. 
Henry Sloane Coffin, president of 
Union Theological Seminary, to cele- 
brate communion. The invitation 
was later recalled at the request of 
the Rev. Dr. Karl Reiland, rector of 
St. George’s, and his vestrymen after 
Bishop Manning had forbidden the 
service as a violation of canon law. 


Says Ban Was Illegal. 


The Churchman editorial takes the 
position that while Bishop Manning 
was entitled to ‘‘give godly advice 
and counsel,’’ the rector and vestry 
had the privilege of deciding whether 
the counsel was ‘‘godly,’’ and that 
Bishop Manning had no legal right 
to forbid the service. 

The article cites instances in which 
Episcopal churches have been used 


by other denominations, including 
permission granted the Greek Arch- 
bishop for a service in St. John the 
Divine according to the ritual of the 
Holy Orthodox Church. 

“Tf St. George’s representatives did 
an illegal thing in offering their 
church for this service, so the Bishop 
of New York and all these rectors 
and .vestrymen have done the same 
illegal thing,’’ the editorial declares. 

“There is no law in ordinal or 
canons that applies to this situation. 
In the absence of all law it is fair 
to assume that the rector and vestry 
may use the ‘liberty wherewith 
Christ doth make them free.’ 

“Tf such be a fair statement of the 
law and the facts in this case, we 
are forced to the conclusion that the 
Bishop of New York, in giving his 
official admonition to St. George’s, 
has committed a grievous error of 
judgment. He has used laws which 
are open to different interpretations 
to enforce a partisan position; he 
has not represented the comprehen- 
siveness of the Episcopal Church. 
And in enforcing a partisan position, 
which he as an individual is entitled 
to hold, he has as a Bishop done aa 
irreparable injury to the cause of 
Christian unity. 


Would Have Defied Bishop. 
“On receiving Bishop Manning’s of- 
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ficial admonition, the rector and 
vestry of St. George’s Church, while 
| protesting their legal right to do 
|; what they had done, withdrew the 
| permission which they had granted 
to the Christian Unity League to hold 
ithe Lord’s supper in St. George’s. In 
;our opinion this was a mistake of 
| Judgment. Having put their hand to 
the plow, they should not have 
;turned back. It would have been 
better for the cause of Christian 
| unity for them never to have entered 
upon this course rather than, having 
entered, to revoke a permission 
which was within their rights to 
grant. 

‘In the cause of Christian unity 
Christ is either present or absent. 
If He is present, if good-will and 
the fellowship of all who love Him 
are according to His mind and heart, 
how shall He be served? There is 
but one answer—as He served.’’ 

The Protestant Episcopal Church 
League on Tuesday assailed the 
Catholic practices of the ‘‘high’’ 
church group as ‘‘far more serious 
and more manifestly illegal’ than the 
service at St. George’s would have 
been and made specific charges. 


Defend High Church Ritual. 


Ministers of the churches which 
are known to use the rituals and 
forms condemned by the Church 
League as violations of the rubric 
against reservation of the sacra- 
ments took the position that they 
will continue to use the ceremonies 
to which they are accustomed until 
specifically enjoined by the Bishop, 
and that then they will abide by his 
ruling. 

The Rev. Dr. P. C. Pyle, rector of 
the Church of St. Edward the Mar- 
tyr; 12 East 109th Street, said: 

“Tf we are doing wrong, that does 
not justify any one else in doing 
wrong also. 

“Any one who has studied the his- 
tory of that rubric would know that 
it is,not directed against the reser- 
vation as such but rather against 
taking the consecrated elements and 
using them for secular or common 
purposes. The Blessed Sacrament is 
reserved not only at St. Mary the 
Virgin, St. Ignatius, Trinity Church, 
the Church of the Transfiguration 
and St. Edward the wrt sha but also 
in. St. Luke’s Hospital, in all of
